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I, indeed America is the great melting pot of nations, its music—coun- 
try music—is no less representative of the ethnic influences which fostered 
it. From Europe came balladry, accompanied by fiddle, accordion and 
guitar. From Africa came the banjo and call-and-response chanting which 
preceded black American blues music. By the early 1900s, traditional string 
bands were emerging from the cradle of American music, the Appalacian 
Mountains of the Southeast. With the advent of radio and recording in the 
1920s, talent scouts searched the backwoods for traditional artists. 

One such scout, Ralph Peer, discovered both the Carter Family and Jim- 
mie Rodgers, the ’’Singing Brakeman,”’ at a 1927 audition in Bristol, Tenn. 
The Carters became founding figures of traditional folk music with songs 
like ‘‘Wildwood Flower’ and “Will The Circle Be Unbroken?’ Rodgers 
became country music’s first star with his blue yodel style and an amazing 
string of instant classics like ‘“Muleskinner Blues” and “’Peach Pickin’ Time 
In Georgia.” 


ii Depression Years fostered musical experimentation. In the 
Southwest, country dancebands like Bob Wills and his Texas Playboys start- 
ed incorporating Big Band city sounds into their music. The result: Western 
Swing. Hollywood, too, was afire with songs of the prairies; Gene Autry was 
the first of a stampede of Singing Cowboys to burst upon the movie screen. 
Songs like ‘Yellow Rose of Texas’’ and “‘Tumbling Tumbleweeds”’ were 
standards of the era. 

The War Years ushered in an era of reality and honky-tonk songs became 
the vogue. Successors to the Rodgers throne made their names with 
these—Ernest Tubb with ‘’I’m Walking the Floor Over You,”’ Roy Acuff with 
more traditional-inspired tunes like ‘“The Great Speckled Bird” and ‘’Wreck 
On The Highway,” and later Hank Snow with “’I’m Movin’ On.” But the next 
star of country music, the father of modern country, appeared at the end of 
World War II. Hank Williams wrote and recorded the definitive country 
repertoire during his brief six year career—classics like “‘Why Don’t You 
Love Me?,”’ ‘Cold, Cold Heart’ and ’’I’m So Lonesome | Could Cry.” 


B, the mid-1950s, rock and roll was emerging as the new music, and 
young country singers were experimenting with combining the two styles, 
calling it rockabilly. From this merger came Elvis Presley with ‘‘Heart- 
break Hotel”’ and ’’Don’t Be Cruel.’’ His career would veer away from coun- 
try, but other rockabilly performers, artists like Johnny Cash and Conway 
Twitty, would stay close to Country and become leaders in their later years. 

Country was merging with popular music, too, and performers like Sonny 
James (‘Young Love’’), Marty Robbins (“’El Paso,’’ ‘‘White Sport Cost’’) 
and the Everly Brothers (‘‘Wake Up, Little Susie’’) were meeting with 
enormous success. Nashville, fearful that new styles would force the end to 
traditional country altogether, fought back with the Nashville Sound, a com- 
promise between country, pop and rock. It has become the dominant style of 
country today. 


‘i 1960s saw the emergence of women in country, and fine singer- 
songwriters like Loretta Lynn and Tammy Wynetie have become as popular 
as the traditionally-dominant male performers today. Country music today 
knows more variety and a greater stable of talented stars than ever, and 
shows no signs (as it did a couple decades ago) of going anywhere but up.

Baseball has Cooperstown, N.Y. Basketball has Springfield, 
Mass.

The simple, beautiful melodies and 
straightforward, plaintive stories in his 
lyrics, of life as he knew it, will never 
die. His songs appealed not only to 
the country music field, but brought 
him great acclaim in the ‘“‘pop”’ music 
world as well.

Oct. 7, 1870 - March 22, 1952 


“The Dixie Dewdrop,” from Smart Station, Tennessee, was 
a man whose delightful sense of humor and sterling character 
endeared him to millions. A professional performer on the 
Grand Ole Opry for 26 years, he was a ‘‘Minstrel of the Country- 
side’’ prior to that. He was a country man who loved humanity 
and enjoyed helping others. A proficient banjoist, he was a 
singer of old-time ballads and was, during his time, the most 
popular country music artist in America.

RED FOLEY 
June 17, 1910 - Sept. 19, 1968 


Star of the ‘‘National Barn Dance,” ‘“‘Grand Ole Opry,”’ and 
“Ozark Jubilee.”’ One of the most versatile and moving per- 
formers of all time. He could make you pop your fingers to 
“Chattanooga Shoeshine Boy” ... choke back a tear with ‘‘Old 
Shep” ... or look to your God with ‘Peace in the Valley.” A 
giant influence during the formative years of contemporary 
country music and today a timeless legend.

J.L. (JOE) FRANK 
Apr. 15, 1900 - May 4, 1952 
Pioneer promoter of country and western shows. His method 
of combining broadcasting and personal appearances moved 
country entertainers from rural schoolhouses into city auditor- 
iums and coliseums. Inspired and helped to develop the careers 
of Roy Acuff, Gene Autry, Eddy Arnold, Pee Wee King, Minnie 
Pearl, Ernest Tubb, and many more.

JIM REEVES 
Aug. 20, 1924 - July 31, 1964 

The velvet style of ‘‘Gentleman’’ Jim Reeves won an inter- 
national influence. His rich voice brought millions of new fans 
to country music from every corner of the world. Although the 
crash of his private airplane in 1964 took his life, posterity will 
keep his name alive ... because they (the public) will remember 

him as one of country music’s most important performers.

Entered radio with Light Crust 
Doughboys in ’29. Formed Texas Playboys in the 30’s. Wrote 
and recorded ‘‘San Antonio Rose.”’ Appeared in 26 Hollywood 
pictures. A living legend whose roadmap has charted new path- 
ways into the world of American stage, radio, TV, records and

GENE AUTRY 
Sept. 29, 1907 


America’s great singing cowboy 
paved the way for others with his 
western songs on radio and in the 
movies, where he set box office re- 
cords.

Born a cowboy, he 
overcame every adversity to move to 
the top of his field, always lending 
dignity to the industry.

recording industry. As a talent scout, he produced such greats 
as Gene Autry, Bob Wills, Roy Acuff and Molly O’Day. Retired 
since 1953, Satherly was a pioneer record man, contributing 
greatly to the world-wide growth of country music.
